GERMANY AGAINST THE WORLD

{Augusty Chroniele. )

It looks more and more as I the
wir will fiaally resolve ltself into
« situation where Germany will be
almost lHterally, In the words of the
kalser, fighting “agalnst g world of
enemies.”

Italy is now a hard and fasst mem-
ber of tor late triple alliance—which
has become the quadrople aillance,
with each of the four powers bound
to make no peace or peace Lerins
without the consent of the resi. The
entrance of Italy s regarded as cer-
taln to drag in her close friend and
blood relative Roumanis, sooner or
later. And if war does flame up again
in the Balkans, all the little countries
lately allled agalnst Turkey may once
more fight side by slde. There i no
more exnectation that Bulgaria will
cast her lot with the Teutons, in
splte of her bitter grievances against
Servie and Greece. She may decide
almost any time to plunge in and
seize the territory wrested from her
in the second Balkan war, after she
had won I* in the first. Greece's neu-
trality is wavering, since the king,
with hls pro-German sympathles, has
been taken seriously {l11. There are
slgne that the former premler Veniz-
elos, the strong man of Greece, who
Is enger for a war of aggrandizement
against the Turk, may be restored to
power.

The Teutonie allles are already at
war actively with seven nations—Fus-

sla, Frunce, Great Dritaln, Italy Del-
gium, Serfbia and Montenegro and
constructively with Japan and Portu-
gal. The entrance of 'tloumania, Bul-
guria and Greece weuld moke a league
of twelve enemies. Such a ring of
foes, it might seem, would soon render
Austria-Hungary Incapable of effec-
tive resistance, and finish the work of
taking Constantinople and prostrating
Turkey, leaving Germany alone the
titanic task of defending her frontlers
against overwhelmlog odds.

The appalling pature of such o
struggle is all the more Impressive
when the full scops of tiis possible
“duodecimal alllance” s considered.
Reckoning the twelve hostlle coun-
tries and their colonles, Germany
would be arrayed against much more
than half the world's fires, and near-
I¥ half the world's population. Ir
we reckon together, Germany, Aus-
tria and Turkey, there is a total® of
136,000,000 peonle against 800,000,000
out of the earth's estimated popula-
tion of 1,710,000,000, If we figure on
Germany alone, at last slanding au
bay ngainst such a pack of foes, it
wliii be 67,000,000 people against $00,-
000,000. r

If Germany can-w]é against such
a combinailon as (hat, she may truly
be sald to have conguered the world,
making trivial in comparison all the
conquests of the Greeks under Alexan-
der, the Romans under Caesar and the
French under Napoleon.

Taft’s Peace Machine.
(Charlotte Observer.)

Ex-President Tait seems to be mak-
ing real headway in his plans by
which wars may be made Imnossible
in the future. AL the head of 100 of
the most prominent men in the United
3tates, he will preslde over a meeting
In Independence Hall, Phlladelphia,
June 17, and at this meeting it is ex-
pected that the Lepgue of Nations will
be organized. Mr. Taft has been
working up the plan for several
months and has at last met with the
encouragenient of leading men in and
out of politics.  President Wilson is
an endorser, personally, but not of-
ficlally. At the Philadelnhia meeting
an organized movement will be
launched to induce the United States
to join a league of all the great na-
tlons, binding the signatories to agree
to certin definite 1ines of interna-
tlonal action. the most {mportant of
which Is that the powers Jolning the
league use their joint military forces
to prevent any one of thelr number
going to war precipitately, The other
principal proposals, are first an Inter-
national judicial tribunal and an In-
ternational Counclil of Conclliation, for
questions that are not consldered
triable in a judicizl trbunal. It is
L * lmprobable that Mr. Taft may yet
find himself in control of a machine
through which he may be prasileal
dictator of the world's peace.
